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Knowledge of several conventions followed by the indexers of this volume for 
the purpose of conciseness will assist the reader in its use. All types of serial pub- 
lications are included under the general heading ‘‘Periodicals.’’ Categories into 
which libraries have been grouped are: ‘*‘Academic,’’ ‘‘Research,’’ ‘‘Special,”’ 
‘*Public,’’ and ‘‘National’’; other types of libraries are subsumed under these 
headings. Abbreviations are used in subheadings for the following major terms: 
American Library Association (ALA), United States of America (U. S.), and 
World War I (WWI). Special attention has been paid to identification of geo- 
graphical reference for names, events, and places, the location of which is im- 
portant but not immediately apparent. Data in subheadings, where many sub- 
headings appear under a broad category, generally have been grouped by the 
country to which the information relates. ‘‘Russia’’ refers to the country prior 
to the Revolution (1917), ‘‘USSR’”’ to the post-Revolutionary era.
